Leopold's most violently 
‘worded protest was one which 
he addressed to Hitler himself 
through the ‘Red Cross, since 
Kiewitz doubtless would .nold 
have been cble to accept it. This 
was in Deeember 1942, when 
the deportation of young Bel- 
gians for forced labour in Ger- 
many began. 

When he received | Leapold’s 
letter, Hitler was furious. He 
prepared an answer to‘it, and 
then sent for a general named 
“Muller to hand-him the . letter. 
personally,
